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PREFACE 

The  diary  which  is  reproduced  in  the  following  pa<-es  was  kept  by  my 
father's  sister,  Rebecca  Russell,  during  her  twentieth  year,   ohe  died 
shortly  after  the  expiration  of  the  year  1861,  but  the  book  was  preserved 
in  the  family,  at  first  by  her  parents  and  then  by  my  older  sister,  Eva 
R.  Haworth.   It  first  came  to  mv  attention  in  1926,  but  at  that  time  I 
did  not  realize  its  historical  value.   Recently  my  sister  sent  it  to  me 
in  connection  with  my  efforts  to  lesrn  more  of  the  family  history,  and  a 
perusal  of  it  convinced  me  that  it  was  of  historical  significance.   With 
the  encouragement  and  help  of  Dr.  Harlow  Lindiey,  who  v-as  secretary  of 
the  Ohio  State  Archaeological  and  Historical  Society,  but -a  native  Hoosier 
and  former  Director  of  the  Department  of  tho  »Soptu  trnertt  o£   History  in  the 
Indiana  State  Library  and  Secretary  of  the  Indiana  Historical  Commission, 
1  have  undertaken  to  edit  the  diary  and  to  supply  it  with  a  necessary 
introduction  and  notes. 

The  diary  measures  U   x  6  inches;  it  is  substantially  bound  in  leather, 
with  gilt  edges  and  has  a  pocket  inside  the  back  cover  :ind  a  holder  for  a 
lead  pencil.   The  buck  cover  extends  into  a  flap  to  overlap  the  front 
j cover,  where  it  narrows  into  a  strap  which  slips  under  a  narrow  strip  of 
leather  inserted  lengthwise  into  the  front  cover  so  as  to  hold  the  book 
shut.   The  back  and  front  are  crisscrossed  with  fine  lines  l/8  in.  apart. 
Three  deep  lines  around  the  edges  <^ive  it  a  border.   A  photograph  of  it 
is  reproduced  opposite  p.  1. 

'  Many  of  the  persons  referred  to  bv  my  aunt  are  indicated  by  initials 
only.   Kost  of  these  I  have  been  able  to  identify  from  :_y  own  memory, 
since  I  lived  with  my  grandparents  in  '..'est  Newton  from  1879  until  1S90. 
Other  persons  mentioned  I  have  been  able  to  identify  from  county  and 
monthly  meeting  records  and  by  the  aid  of  my  sisters  and  other  former 
residents  of  the  community.

I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  changing  the  order  of  the  memoranda 
In  the  appendix  and  putting  then  all  together.   In  the  diary  they  appear 
\   both  before  and  after  the  accounts.   I  have  reproduced  faithfully  the 
spelling,  capitalization,  grammar  and  punctuation  of  the  entries  with 
no  attempt  to  correct  them.   It  adds  to  the  historical  value  of  the 
document  to  let  It  make  Its  ovn  testimony  to  the  spelling  and  punctua-

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i   by  the  diary  took  the  county  examinations  and  got  a  common  school 
teacher' 8  license  for  two  years.   Occasionally  she  lapses  Into  Carollna- 
Hoosler  dialect,  saying  "done"  for  "did",  "eat"  for  "ate0,  "learned" 
for  "taught",  and  "evening"  for  "afternoon."   She  shows  a  complete  dis- 
regard of  consistency  In  the  matter  of  capitalization,  punctuation  and 
the  use  of  abbreviations. 

It  1b  but  fair  to  her  to  say  that  she  was  probably  more  accurate 
before  her  classes  than  she  was  when  she  "let  her  hair  down"  and 
penciled  her  hasty  recollections  of  the  high  points  of  the  day  for  her 
own  eyes  only.   I  feel  more  reconciled  to  revealing  her  indiscretions 
In  spelling,  capitalization  and  punctuation  after  examining  the  Journals 
of  some  of  her  more  distinguished  Quaker  predecessors,  such  as  John 
Voolman,  who  have  attained  to  some  literary  fame,  and  discovering 
that  they,  too,  suffered  such  lapses.

The  photograph  of  William  Russell  was  riven  by  him  to  one  of  his 
pupils  when  he  taught  at  ^and  Creek  Seminary  in  Bartholomew  County  in  1567. 
It  v/as  presented  by  her  daughter  to  my  son  a  few  years  ano.   The  "tin-type" 
of  Lydia  Kussell  from  which  the  illustration  was  t^ken,  dates  from  before 
'her  carriage ,  probably  about  1870. 

The  earlier  picture  of  Gilbert  Pinkham  vas  found  in  a  collection  of

As  for  the  other  illustrations,  the  Dover  Keetin<~  House  at  V.'ebster, 

V.'ayne  Countv,  was  built  about  1C}£,    shortly  before  the  V'hitson,  Russell 

and  Johnson  families  emigrated  to  Marion  County.   It  shows  the  prevailing 

type  of  meeting  house  architecture  common  at  the  time.   The  photograph 

vas  taken  in  19^.1.

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The  beech  Grove  Meeting  House  was  built  in  1B$7  or  1853.   It  is  the 
house  in  which  Rebecca  attended  the  mid-week  rteetinp  and  occasionally  the 
Sunday  meeting,  when  she  taught  at  oeech  Grove.   3he  usually  went  home 
over  the  week-ends  and  worshipped  3t  V.'cst  Newton.   The  house  has  been 
rather  recently  remodeled.   The  illustration  is  from  a  pen  sketch  by  my 
daughter  on  the  basis  of  a  photograph  of  the  Louse  taken  in  1941  and 
recollections  of  the  original  house  by  Dora  Littler  and  myself.

She  records  regularly  the  recurrence  of  Sunday  and  midweek  relig- 

jicus  and  business  meetings;  the  preachers  present  and  her  difficulty  in 
keeping  herself  attuned  to  worship;  the  reading  of  the  London  General 
Epistle;  the  occurrence  of  the  yearly  meeting  at  Plainfield  and  the 
visitors  it  brought.   She  tells  of  revivals  in  neighboring  Baptist  and 
Methodist  meetings  with  names  of  converts  and  joiners!  (Where  the  Union 
Teacher's^  Association  met,  and  unusual  features  of  the  program;  her 
examination  for^  teacher 's  license,  her  father's  reelection  as  a  town- 

]  chip  trustee;  sted  the  singing  and  spelling  schools;  the  literary  societies, 
the  exercises  at  the  close  of  school,  and  the  meeting  of  the  State 
Teacher ':  Association  in  Indianapolis,-  are  all  duly  chronicled.   She 
tells  of  her  own  studies  and  readings;  her  effort  to  Improve  heiself  in 
grammar;  her  struggles  with  a  theorem  in  geometry,  her  delight  in  the 
itudy  of  astronomy,  her  subscription  to  The  Teacher 's  Friend  and  The 
Indiana  School  Journal;  and  her  reading  in  the  lives  of  missionaries 
and  reformers  and  in  the  nature  and  history  of  religious  sects.

A  State  In  Transition 


The  diary  gives  glimpses  of  a  small  section  of  rural  Indiana  life 
at  the  end  of  the  state's  greatest  transition  period,  when  it  passed 
within  a  decade  and  a  half  from  a  pioneer  to  a  settled  agricultural  state, 
and  at  the  beginning  of  the  period  of  city  growth  and  industrialism  lni-

tlated  and  stimulated  by  the  War  Hetwoen  the  States. 
:; 

"Possibly  no  period  in  the  history  of  Indiana  has  seen  greater 
changes  than  the  ten  years  between  1845  and  1855.   In  those 
years  the  state  might  be  said  to  have  reached  maturity.   Hopes 
long  deferred  were  realized.   The  state  debt  was  adjusted,  the 
Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  finished,  the  public  school  systerr.  estab- 
lished, a  new  const' tution  adopted,  the  first  state  benevolent 
institutions  built,  the  use  of  the  telegraph  begun,  and,  perhaps. 
most  important  of  all,  the  first  railroads  were  completed.   The 
period  witnessed  the  excitement  of  the  "exican  War  and  the  dis- 
covery of  gold  in  California,  the  triumpn  of  the  democratic 
party  In  Indiana,  and  the  beginning  of  the  disintegration  of  the 
slavery  question.   It  was  a  time  of  commercial  and  agricultural 
prosperity  and  of  bitter  political  controversies,  and  the  news- 
papers reflect  the  enthusiastic,  hopeful,  and  partisan  spirit  of 
the  days."  1

The    immediate    world    of  Rebecca  Russell  was    the   south-'west   "arlon 

county,    consisting   mainly   of   Decatur    township   but    includtar,   adiacent 

strips    in   Hendricks    and   Morgan  counties    and    the    immediate    environs    of 

rr.dlanapolis;    and   was    altogether   about   fifteen  miles    square.      Roughly 

^n.:ianapoli3,    Plainfleld,    and   Kooresville   formed    three    corners    of   the

tree.   The  other  corner  was  where  the  southen\bounr~ary  line  of  Marion 
'county  crosses  ".Yhite  River,  which  formed,  the  township  line.   The  northern 
boundary  followed  the  old  National  Road  and  the  recently  built  "Vandalia 
•  line"  railroad  to  Plainfleld.   The  east  fork  of  White  Lick  Creek  marked 
jrouchly  the  western  limit.   White  River  formed  the  eastern  boundary. 

iln  this  area  she  spent  the  year  1861,  leaving  it  only  for  a  trip  in 

1  August  to  Hamilton  and  Howard  counties.   (See  the  map.  oppoMH^e— p.    ) 
Transportation  was  still  in  a  transition  stage.   Indianapolis  had 
^railroad  lines  running  to  Madison,  Richmond,  Terre  Haute,  Kokomo  and 
1."ellef ontaine  (Ohio),  but  the  Indianapolis  and  Ylncennes  Railroad  which^ti2-«-^ 
•bisected  Decatur  township  diagonally  and  cut  diagonally  through  Josiah 
Ir.ussell's  farm  on  its  way  from  Valley  Mills  to  '.Vest  Newton  Station 
[now  Caraby)  was  not  built  until  1367.   It  was  about  eleven  miles  to 
Indianapolis  from  the  Russell  homestead  which  was  located  about  a  mile 
north  of  the  village  of  '.Vest  Newton;  eight  miles  to  Plainfleld  and  about 
the  same  distance  to  Mooresvllle .   The  roads  were  still  poor.   The 
National  Road  had  but  recently  been  completed  across  the  state. 

"After  the  government  stopped  work  on  the  road  in  Indiana 
it  was  turned  over  to  the  state  in  1848.   But  the  state  would  have 
none  of  it.   The  canal3  and  railroads  that  it  had  built  in  the 
gigantic  and  ill- considered  scheme  of  internal  improvements  had 
resulted  in  financial  disaster,  and  the  state  had  begun  to  turn 
them  over  to  such  private  companies  as  would  agree  to  complete  them 
and  keep  them  in  operation. 

And  so  control  of  the  National  road  through  Hancock,  Marlon, 
Hendricks,  and  Putnam  counties  was  grunted  in  1349  to  the  Central 
Plank  Road  Company  which  covered  the  road  with  oak  planks  and  put 
up  a  series  of  toll  gates.   In  Inoianapc   a  a  toll  gate  was  built

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,.  little  Liter  the  rich  gravel  deposits  of  the  area  vere  used  to  build 
toll-pikes  on  a  few  main  lir.es  of  travel.   The  Spring  Valley  Gravel  Road 
was  built  in  IS63.   In  marshy  places  there  were  "corduroy"  roads  made  by 
laying  poles  together  crosswise  of  the  road.   There  were  few  bridges  across 
the  streams,  which  often  became  impassible  after  a  thaw  or  freshet,  except 
on   horseback.   Coding  out  from  Indianapolis,  hebecca  records  paying  toll 
"'at  the  bridge"  -  the  covered  bridge  on  -est  Washington  Street. '      Travel 
was  n.Dstly  by  wagon  or  by  carriage,  on  foot  or  by  horse  back,  especially 
in  the  worst  seasons.   Rebecca's  father  had  a  heavy  leather-topped 
carriage  that  they  did  I  eavy  duty  carrying  and  far..ily  and  neighbors  to 
Ir.dianap.olis  or  the  Quaker  meetings  at  '"''est  f.'evton,  fairfield,  Flainfield, 
or  .'-.ooresville.   Horseback  travel  was  not  without  its  hazard,  Hebecca 
records  being  thrown  once;  luckily  she  escaped  injury.   At  times  she  had 
to  stay  at  home  because  no  horse  could  be  spared  at  the  rush  season  on 
the  farm. 

Rebecca's  account  book  shows  that  she  bought  her  clothes  ready 
r.ade  or  bought  manufactured  cloth  and  made  it  up  herself.   The  expense 
account  mentions  the  purchase  of  Jaconet,  cambric,  delaine,  cotton, 
flannel,  factory,  drilling,  and  steel  hoops.   The  women  still  wove 
''linsey",  for  coarse  dresses  or  men's  work  shirts  on  hand-looms  and  wove 
their  own  carpets  ani  rugs.   They  also  knit  part  at  least  of  their  own 
stockings  and  of  the  men's  socks;  and  made  j  art  at  least  of  the  men's 
;ants  and  shirts.   Their  shoes  were  mostly  made  to  measure  at  the  local 
shoe  shop.   The  men  usually  wore  top  boots  to  wade  n.ud,  water  and  snow. 
The  families  made  their  own  molasses  of  sorghum  and  maple-sap.   "Motions" 
such  as  thread,  needles,  laces,  scissors,  and  c: eat  jewelry  were  peddled 
from  farm  to  far::  by  pedlers  on  foot  carrying  their  racks  on  their  tacks.

They  produced  most  of  their  owr.  rood-stuffs;  had  few 
xuries  in!  their  recreations  vere  inexpensive.

..cbecca  received  only  about  vl25.CC  during  the  year;  and  her  expenses 
listed  in  the  accounts  show  that  her  personal  expenses  were  about  i?5. 
!  ?or   15  weeks  bord,  five  days  a  week,  during  the  spring  term  at  Beech 
•  "rove,  she  -aid  Joel  Zanders  but  thirteen  dollars. 

The  reports  of  the  state  ^urerintendent  of  Public  Instruction  show 
1  that  the  average  pay  per  ^av  f°r  prir.;ary  teachers  in  Decatur  township 

!>as  as  follows:   in  l£cl,  vl.27  for  males  and  S3  cents  for  females,  and 
in  1-62,  99  cents  for  males  and  #7  cents  for  females. 

Her  membership  in  the  -tate  Te  chers  Association  cost  fifty  cents 
{  ;  er  year;  subscription  to  the  Indiana  ochool  Journal ,  one  dollar;  and  she 
paid  fifty  cents  for  the  School  Examiner's  fee  to  ret  her  teacher's  cer- 
tificate.  The  Union  Teacher's  Association  fee  seems  to  have  been  five 
cents  and  the  treasurer  of  the  '.fr.ite  Lick  Eook  Association  p;ot  twenty-five 


cents  probably  as  a  membership  fee.'

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Decatur  township   contained   three   villages,    with  each  of  which 
Rebecca  Russell    was   closely   associated,    since    she    taught   school   in 
them  all.      Spring  Valley   in   the    southeast   corner  of    the    township 
near  White   River  was   laid   out   as   a  village    in  1848  by   Stephen   Ward. 
■Quite   an   extensive    store   was   opened  with  a   full    stock   of   goods,    a 
building  was   erected   for  a   hotel,    a  blacksmith  shop  and  a   wagon 
shop   were    6tarted  and   several    dwellings   were   built  and  occupied  by 
families   and  a  physician   located   there   and   a  post   office   established.  ■*■ 

The   village   had  an  insufficient   econoolc   basis    and    soon   suffered 
the    common  fate   of   boom   towns.      Dr.    Reagan  moved   to  Pla infield  and 
other  settlers   left   the   village.      It  lost   its  post  office,   but   the 
school  house    remained   for  the    children  of   the    neighboring   farmers. 
Rebecca   Russell    taught    at   least  one    term  of   school   in   it.      The 
rivalry  of  West  Newton  and   Valley   Mills,    which  had    the    advantage 
of   the    Indianapolis   and  Vlncennes   Railroad  after  1867,    contributed 
to   the    decline    of   Spring  Valley.      About   three   decades   later  the 
village    revived  a   little    and    secured  a  post   office   again  which  was 
called  Antrim. 

Valley  Mills   near  the    center  of    the    township    was    laid   out  as 
Fremont   in  1856   by  Joel   Sanders.      It   was   platted  in  1859  and  called 
Northport.      Beech  Grove   Meeting  of  Friends   had  been  established  near 
the   later  site  of    the    village    in  1830  probably  in  a  log  mee-lng  house.

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'■'.'est  Newton  was  the  mo;-.t  important  of  the  township  villages.   It  was 
iturted  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  township  and  county  on   the  direct 
;ac  between  Indiana;,  olis  and  Mooresville.   It  was  laid  out  in  1&51  by 
r.ristopher  Furnas.   The  friends  meeting  established  in  1?29  had  been  called 
-,ston  but  when  the  town  was  established  and  a  post  office  was  desired 
5<*cording  to  a  tradition  current  in  my  youth,  it  was  found  that  there  was 
already  a  post  office  in  the  state  called  ^aston;  Newton  was  then  proposed 
but  it  also  had  been  preempted,  so  '-''est  was  prefixed  to  Newton  to  get  the 
name  finally  adopted. h      For  a  lon<*  time  however  the  meeting  continued  to 
Ve  called  ^aston. 

In  lSt'l  V.'est  Newton  probably  had  fifty  houses  with  a  population  of  about 
two  hundred.   It  had  a  frame  school  house,  and  two  churches,  Methodist  and 
Quaker.   There  were  two  physicians,  Dr.  Lewis  Manker  (who  volunteered  in 
the  Union  army  that  summer)  and  Dr.  Nathan  Mendenhall,  who  also  served  as 
dentist  to  the  community  even  making  artificial  teeth.   The  village  had  at 
least  tv/o  general  stores,  a  blacksmith  shop,  a  shoe  shop,  and  probably  a

''.'hen  the  railroad  was  built  through  the  township  it  misred  ""est

Station,  and  finally,  when  it  pot  a  post  office,  it  was  named  Camby.

It  waa  quite  prosperous  in  the  1PJ0'  a,  oving 
largely  to  traffic  on  tha  rational  F.oad.   In  the  early  days  there  are  re- 
cords of  a  tavern,  liquor  stores,  and  two  physicians,  Dr.  Lot  Reagan  and 
"Dr.    Isaac  ?ur.nas.    The  village  e°.rly  had  a  cabinet  maker,   a  wagon  maker 
and  shoe  3hop;  a  water  :aill^,a  steam  flour  sill,  a  saw  mill,  a  pottery, 
and  several  general  stores.

Kellun,   Adin  Ballard,    Thomas    Carey,    and   Abijah   Finson  were   appointed 
to   attend    the    opening,    which   took  place    in   the    eighth  month,    1827. 
These    Friends   built   a    log   house    in   the   woods    about   a   mile    south   of    the 
present  i3gi$t    of   '.Vest   Newton   in  Morgan  County.

Isaac   Hawkins,    John  Renworthy,    John 
Cook,    Aaron  Coppock,    Jesse    George,    Joshua   Conpton   and    Uriah  Corson 
came    from   Ohio   and    settled    near   °eech   Grove   prior    to   the    year   1829. 
Others    came    later    from   -'ayne    County,    Indiana   and   from   Ohio,    and   made 
homes    in   the    vicinity,    including   the   names    of   Josiah   Corson,    Enoch 
Mills,    Jesse    harnett,    James    George,    and    others.      These   at   first 
regularly   attended    . airfield    Meeting   twice    each  week,   until  meetings 
were   set   up   at   Raston    (182")    and    Lick  Branch    (1829),    when  their   attend- 
ance  was   divloed   between   these   meetings.

Wherever  the  Quakers  settled  In  the  state  a  monthly  meeting 

school  vas  soon  established  in  or  beside  the  meeting  house  and  ele-

sentary  education  under  religious  auspices  was  carried  on.   These 

Friends  schools  were  maintained  primarily  for  Friends  children,  but 
the  children  of  non-Friends  were  admitted  on  condition  that  if  their 
parents  were  able,  they  should  pay  a  tuition  fee  which  went  to  In- 
crease the  teacher's  pay.   In  the  early  days  both  the  teachers  and 
the  nuplls  wore  the  "plain  dress"  and  used  the  "plain  language" 
especially  the  singular  pronouns  "thee*  and  "thine".   Religious  In- 
struction was  part  of  the  curriculum,  and  school  adjourned  on  Wednes-

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The  Et ech  Grove  school  gained  a  wide  reputation  during  the  GLxties  and  ;arly 
sever. ties  under  the  teaching  of  Fleasar.t  Eor.d,  -lilbort  L.  :  ir.kharr.  ar.d  Hi chard 
Boon.   Pupil3  ca-ne  frcr  distant  cour.ties  tc  attend  the  school.   Its  curriculum

As  the  free  public  school  system  of  Indiana  developed,  which  was 
provided  for  in  the  new  Co;  stitutior.  of  1*51*  the  Quaker  schools  were  grad- 
ually discontinued  or,  as  occurrei  xost  frequently,  absorbed  by  or  rr.er-er  with 
t'^.e  public  school  system.

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At   first    subsidies   were  granted   from  public   funds   to    the   Quaker 
schools   to  provide    for  non-Friends  attendance   or  to  enable    thea 
to  hold  longer  terms.      In  many   cases,    the    public    money    was   used  to 
maintain   schools   In   the    Quaker   buildings    for   a   ten  weeks  or  a  three 
or  four  months    school   and    then   the    teacher  pieced   out   the  year  with 
a   "subscription"    school,    for   which    the    parents  of    the    pupils  paid 
tuition,    If   enough    subscribers   could  be    obtained   to    Justify    a   teacher 
undertaking  it.

Rebecca  tells  how  she  and  other  teachers  met  in  her  house  and 
made  their  reports  and  got  the  public  money,  her  father  being  the 
township  trustee.  The  circular  noted  In  her  accounts  was  probably 
a  circular  giving  notice  of  her  Intention  to  teach  a  supplementary 
term  and  soliciting  pupils.  It  was  coonon  also  for  teachers  to 
"get  up"  subscription  writing  schools  for  6hort  periods  to  supple- 
ment  the    work  of    the    regular   terms. 

In  many  cases   where   the    Quaker   schools   property   was    turned   over 
to   the    township   to    be    used   for  public    schools,    the    schools   remained 
for  a   time   under  control  of  Quaker  trustees   or   school   boards.      It   is 
difficult,    therefore,    to   distinguish  between   schools  under   control 
of  Friends   and    wholly  public    schools   In   the    list  of   six    schools 
In  existence   In  Decatur  township  In   1861.

Thougn  this  officer  is  held  liable  for  all 
revenue  end  f  mds  intrusted  to  hi.-,  and  must  make  accurate  and  regu- 
lar rej  orts  concerning  sue-.  fund3,a_id  though^  he  nay  not  borrow 
noney,7.ith  power  to  bind  his  township  for  its  payment, yet  he  may  ex- 
ecute his  r.ote  for  iebts  which  he  contracts  in  the  purchase  of  furni- 
ture, for  which  his  corporation  is  liable.  There  is  no  limit  to  the 
indebtedness  which  he  may  incur  for  a  township* short  of  the  constitu- 
tional limit  of  2  per  cent  on  the  value  of  taxable  property.

Journal  says, 


"Mr.  Smith  was  one  of  the  very  best  of  the  institute 
workers  in  Indiana.   He  was  closely  associated  with  such 
men  ss  John  M.  Olcott,  William  A.  Bell,  Daniel  Hough, 
George  P.  Brown,  A.  C.  Shortridge,  Hiram  Hadley  and 
William  A.  Jones.   To  these  men  Indiana  owes  a  big  debt 
of  gratitude.   They  did  a  great  work,  most  of  which  was 
gratuitous.   It  was  by  their  work  that  public  opinion 
was  made  favorable  to  better  conditions,  that  the  insti- 
tute assumed  a  place  of  importance,  that  methods  of 
instruction  were  improved,  and  that  the  entire  public 
school  system  was  raised  to  a  higher  degree.

Josiah  Russell  was  interested  in  education.   He  served  tvo  terms  as 
township  trustee,  which  involved  chiefly  the  management  of  the  public  schools, 
in  a  period  when  Friends  as  a  whole  still  held  aloof  from  public  office. 
All  his  own  children  as  wel]  as  Fleasant  Bond  went  to  ^arlhan  College;  he 
had  been  quietly  interested  in  ~arlham  College  from  the  establishment  of 
Friends  Boarding  School  out  of  which  it  grew.l 

He  attended  the  meetings  for  worship  and  business  of  the  Society  of 
Friends  regularly,  although  he  rarely  "spoke  in  r.  eeting"  or  took  part  in 
the  business.   In  later  years  he  organised  and  kept  up  during  the  summer- 
time for  many  years  a  Sunday  afternoon  Bible  school  in  the  Shannon  Lake 
district  east  of  White  River. 

In  polivi-fres  he  was  at  this  time  a  Republican,  as  were  most  of  the 
Indiana  Friends.   As  a  young  man  he  had  become  an  abolitionist,  at  a  time       i 
:  when  most  Friends  were  still  reluctant  to  engage  in  political  action  even 
for  the  anti-slavery  cause.   Naturally  he  joined  the  Free  Soil  party  in  IS56 
;nd  voted  for  Lincoln  in  l£f-l.   In  1?8&  he  became  a  Prohibitionist,  and  voted 
for  St.  John. 

The  Russell  home  was  a  center  of  hospitality.   There  was  a  continual 
stream  of  visitors  at  the  iouse.   It  seems  a  mystery  where  they  all  slept.

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There  seerr.s  to  be  little  evidence  that  the  family  took  a  newspaper. 
It  is  significant  that  important  news  of  the  outside  world  is  sonetin.es 
recorded  a  day  or  two  after  the  event.   It  is  posiible  that  they  subscribed 
for  a  weekly  edition  of  The  Indianapolis  Journal .  but  no  newspaper  is 
mentioned  as  a  source  of  news.   The  postal  laws  allowed  the  free  mailing 
of  county  papers  to  bona  f i  ?e  subscribers  in  the  county.   There  was  no 
system  for  the  prompt  ieliveiy  of  daily  newspapers.   The  mail  had  to  come 
to  V.'est  Newton  by  coach  or  horseback;  and  the  farmers  could  not  go  after 
mail  every  da  ,  even  if  they  had  had  daily  deliveries  at  V.'est  Newton 
J  post  office. 

News  seemed  fairly  abundant,  however.   oou.e  of  the  household  visited 
Indianapolis  almost  every  week  or  oftener.   There  was  a  continual  going  and 
coming  between  the  capital  and  the  neighborhood.   The  frecuent  visiting  in 
•the  community  and  the  regular  contacts  in  school  and  meetings  created  a 
"grapevine  telegraph"  that  kept  the  neighborhood  well  informed  of 
happenings  in  the  community  and  larger  world.

Rebecca   Russell's    most    Important   world   was    the    educational    fellow- 
ship which  centered    in  her    school.      She   wanted    abovo    all    things    to  bo    a    suc- 
cessful  teacher.      "I   wish   I    could    always    get   along  right   well    in   the    school- 
room.     I    love    it    so  well,"    she   wrote.      She   pursued   with   steady  determination 
her   purpose    to   improve    her    scholarship   and    to  become    a   more    prof'cient 
teacher. 

She   had   an  ea,jar   and    inquiring  mind.      Her    interest    in   scientific 
experiments    indicates    that   she   might   have   become      a    sc lentlst,  had   she    lived 
lonjer.      She    took  up    the    study   of   astronomy,    algebra    and   geometry,    while 
carrying   on  her    school   work.      After   her    one    term  at   Earlham   in   1859   she 
kept    in   touch  by  correspondence    and    otherwise    with  many   of   her   Earlham 
acquaintances    and    some    of   her    teachers.

The  classification  was  probfbly  dene  on  the  be  sis  of  age  and  denonstrated 
ability.  The  grading  of  the  "co-anon  schools"  of  the  county  into  eight  grades 
did  r,c:  ccr.e  into  effect  for  nearly  20  yerrs.   The  first  awarding  of  diplomas 
for  completing  the  "cot:o:.  branches",  -vhich  I  renenber,  -.-as  in  1S8£.  The  T.'est 
Ne.vton  school  vtes  first  "graded"  ir.  1336  and  the  high  school,  the  first  in  the 
township,  »as  opened  in  1837. 

7ne  upper  school  rt  Valley  Mills  taught  by  Pleascnt  Bond  an:  Silbert  L  . 
Pink-urn  offersfred  instruction  in  nsny  subjects  of  high  school  grade.   There  are 
evidences  of  instruction  in  algebra,  geometry,  astronomy,  surveying,  English 
literature,  ete.   Each  advanced  pupil  v:as  allowed  to  take  vrhnt  he  cos.r-'  ,  sub- 
ject tc  the  teacher's  limitation  of  time  and  learning.   These  advanced  students 
'vKere  grcu;-ed  into  classes  as  far  as  possible.   In  addition  to  teaching  these 
higher  subjects  Pleas:  nt  served  as  principal,  engaged  and  paid  the  teachers 
-n'  h?  and  filbert  had  final  responsibility  for  discipline.  These  two  men 
were  not  only  fellow- teachers  but  also  almost  like  neabers  of  the  fanily. 
Some  account  of  then  seeas 
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<f -^necessary  for  an  understar.ding  of  the  diary. 

Gilbert  Latey  Finkham  was  born  at  i-rownsville,  Fa.  in  1P^3  of  lew 
inrlsnd  parents.   His  father  came  from  Xaine  and  his  n.other  from  Kew 
Hampshire.  His  father  was  a  successful  business  man  in  Brownsville  and 
Salem  (C),  ar.d  an  elder  in  the  Society  of  Friends.  His  mother  was  an 
unusually  well  educated  woman.   In  a  letter  -written  late  in  life  to  former 
pupils  at  Feech  "rove,  he  cays  that  in  her  old  age  she  wrote  him  a  letter 
in  four  languages:   Greek,  Latin,  French,  ar.d  English.   She  was  a  widely 
traveled  „uaker  minister  and  visited  all  the  yearly  meetings  in  America, 
which  were  in  existence  then,  except  North  Carolina.   After  the  completion 
of  the  Union  Pacific  itailroad,  his  parents  visited  the  Pacific  coast  in 
evangelistic  work  ani  established  Friends  meetings  frern  California  to 
Victoria  in  British  Columbia  and  later  they  settled  in  Oregon. 

Gilbert  went  to  the  publie  school  in  Salem,  0.,  and  owed  a  great 
deal  of  his  later  success  in  teaching  to  the  inspiration  of  the  rrir.cipal 
of  the  school.   He  says,  "Of  all  my  teachers  I  regarded  hin  as  the  most 
remarkable.  I  never  heard  him  speak  an  unkind  word.  With  masterful  self- 
control  he  ruled  by  love.   He  trusted  to  the  student's  honor,  and  with  such 
unshakable  kindness,  that  even  naturally  roguish  s-.ude.nts,  would  have  scorned 
betraying  his  confidence." 

He  came  to  iarlham  College  in  1359,  just  when  it  was  made  a  college.  His 
sister  Mary  Elizabeth  ("Teacher  Lizzie",  to  the  students"  had  been  teaching 
French  a:sd  German  there  for  a  number  of  years.  The  following  summer  vacation 
he  spent  with  his  schooLxate  Pleasant  Bond  at  the  letter's  home  near  "..est  hew- 
ton,  which  was  the  home  of  Josiah  Russell,  the  father  cf  Rebecca.   To  quote  his 
own  account:   "i leasant  Eond  said  to  me  one  day,  '  I  think  I'll  not  go  back  to 
garlham,  but  I  will  take  the  Beech  Grove  school,  and  thee  can  get  the  school 
at  West  Newton.'   I  laughed  and  said,  'I'm  but  lo  years  old,  they  will  not  give 
me  a  certificate.'   The  legal  age  was  then  17.   ".sell,'  he  said,  '  we'll  go 
up  to  the  county  superintendent  and  find  out  what  can  be  done.'   "hen  the 
■county  superintendent  learned  I  would  be  17  in  a  few  days  after  school  would 
open,  he  gave  me  a  certificate." 
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His  teaching  in  Decatur  tcvrnship  thus  involved  a  radical  ch'^ige  in  his 
educational  planj;  for  instead  of  continuing  his  studies  at  Earlhan  he  con- 
tinued for  several   years  to  touch  at  Eeec£  Grove.   Eurin-;  the  long  surjner 
vacations  he  went  back  to  Earlhan  and  studied  higher  n&thenctics  and  Greek  under 
Professor  rillia-a  3.  Morgan.  He  completed  in  this  way  the  entire  mathematical 
course  which  Earlhcni  offered,  and  res  able  to  offer  advanced  courses  at  Beech 
Grove,  such  -is  -;r~veyln~,  Al^-bra,  geo-netry,  an  :  astronomy.   He  and  Pleas- -nt 
Bond,  gave  the  3e-?ch  Grove  school  almost  f  high  school  standing.   Concerning 
his  fello.T  teacheTS  he  said:  "Pleasant  Bond  did  an  earnest  and  feit-.ful  work 

there,  and  nine  of  the  old  students  can  forget  the  faithful  assistance  rendered

by  Rebecca  russell,  ^elissa  J.  Elliott,  end  Hannah  Furnas."   The  'iaxn   source 

of  the  re-.arkable  enthusian  for-  learning  nhich  pervaded  the  school  ~as  his  ovn 
gift  as  a  teacher  end  his  passion  for  truth.  He  »es  still  rer.enbered  with 
gratitude  anc  devotion  by  his  former  pupils  when  I  ce-e  into  the  c^nmunity 
twenty  years  later;  and  in  1918  a  half  a  century  after  he  left  the  school  a 
group  of  'lis  former  pupils  vrrote  hira  a  letter  of  affectionate  remembrance. 
He  r:as  e  "recorded"  minister  in  the  Society  of  Friend?  for  many  years. 

After  leaving  Beech  Grove  he  -sent  to  Heverford  College  (186A- 
1867)  end  then  taught  English  end  Education  at  the  University  of  lora  from  1869 
to  1873.  Here  he  -arried  '.!ary  E.  Beyers  in  1876.   She  sre.s  e  gradu-.te  of  the 
university;  she  h'id  specialised  in  foreign  languages  and  had  spent  a  year  after 
her  jraduotion  in  study  in  Peris  and  Berlin.  He  received  an  A.B.  fron  the  Univ- 
ersity of  Iowa  in  1369  ana  an  A*2I.  in  1871.   After  his  retirement  from  teach- 


(jinr  bs  enured  in  business  for  a.ihile  in  South  Dakota  and  served  es  the  first 
^T^  BcDaniel,  0£.  clt..  p.  168

Among  their  eight  children  were  Simon  H.  Bond  (b.  1832,  d.  1893),  the  father  of 
Dr.  Charles  S.  Bond  (b.  6-8-1356)  of  Richmond ,%  Indiana,  and  Pleasant  Bond  (b.  6-27- 
1S35).   The  parents  died  within  two  years  of  each  other  and  the  children  were 
placed  in  the  hones  of  relatives  and  other  F'rie.-ds.

Her  favorite  recreations  aside  fron 
reading  end  conversation  se  cied  to  be  walks,  ranbles  in  the  woods  searching 
for  wild  flowers  or  hickory  nuts,  or  going  to  see  or  hear  some  new  thing. 

By  I860  the  pioneer  recrection3  which  -.'=re  based  on  the  pefk-load  ac- 
tivities of  pioneer  Indiana  he d  practically  ceased  quilting  bees,  cora- 

huskings,  log-rollings,  and  barn-raisings;  and  the  Cuakers  had  not  yet  begun  to 
share  in  Christmas,  East-er  cr  Thanksgiving  festivities.   In  the  diary  Rebecca 
occasionally  mentions  novelties  in  foods  but  says  little  cf  delicacies.   She 
mentions  pickles,  turtle  neat  and  frog  legs;  a  treat  of  apples  at  the  school,  a 
bait  of  cherries  "at  the  other  farm",  and  molasses  at  the  sorghum  camp.   She 
records  buying  peaches  ence  and  once  some  cake;  but  she  was  traveling  then I 

She  loved  to  "neighbor"  with  the  members  of  the  community  —  to  share 
good  things  with  them,  to  care  for  the  sick  end  help  with  their  work.   She 
rarely  mentioned  games,  except  among  her  pupils  and  even  then  she  named  but 
one  or  two.   She  deprecated  thes^  when  they  got  too  rough.   She  loved  last  day 
of  school  programs  an~  such  "exercises". 

The  follo.ving  games  for  pupSls  -'ere  almost  universal  in  Friends  schools 
at  that  period.   For  boys,  town  ball,  three  old  cats  or  three  cornered  cat, 
bull-pen  and  shinny.   For  girls  and  boys,  tag,  black  nan,  prisoner's  base  Idare 
base),  sliding  cr  coasting,  skating  and  snowballing,  hindmost  three  (three  deep) 
or  drop  the  handkerchief.   Girl's  games  were  "ring  around  a  rosy",  "I  spy", 
"pizen",  Blindman's  Buff  and  later,  Londcn  Bridge.  Rebecca  mentions  "rights 
and  lefts".  Her  brother  in  a  later  poetical  letter  to  Beech  Grove  School 
mentions  +t  "looing"  in  addition  to  others. 

She  shown  e  serious,  almost  Puritanic  strain  in  regard  to  v/orldy  pleasure* 
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that  sce^s  partly  cf  Quaker  origin  and  pr-rtly  cue  to  preoccupation  with  spirit- 
ual and  intellectual  things,  beside  which  current  diversions  reeled  to  her 
£l-.ost  trivial.   The  thought  it  a  waste  of  tir.e  to  "ley  checkers  on  the  Sabbath, 
when  cne  could  be  reading  the  Eible,  en:':   felt  thr.t  the  conversation  end  play  of 
young  oecrle,  when  they  got  together  were  often  frivolous.
